Lotus pickers, and other violators

Suppose you own a ram and it runs 


away. Not only are you out one ram, 
but you're in trouble with Wisconsin 
law. 


If the errant ram is found by a hard- 


nosed neighbor, you'll have to forfeit $10 
to the town clerk to get it back, and the 
neighbor gets half. 


That's the way it is in Wisconsin 


lawbooks, but only if the ram runs away 
between July 15 and Dec. 1. 


The penalty, along with others in state 


law, are listed in a research bulletin 
compiled by the Wisconsin Legislative' 
Council. 


Listed with penalties for murder, rape 


and mayhem is the $100 fine you can get 
for picking, or even just injuring, the 
American lotus. 


The fine is the same, but you face only 


30 days in the slammer if you pick a 
trailing arbutus or a lady's slipper with- 
out written permission from its owner. 


Sidewalks get the same protection. It 


is $100 and six months for spitting on 
one. Ditto if you run a public place and 
don't provide a cuspidor. 


Just as not having a cuspidor, there 


are fines for possession of other articles. 
For possessing a fire bomb, you can get 
$500 and six months; for a switchblade 
knife, it's $500 and a year. 


But you're better off with either one 


than a dirty book. For that, the fine is 


$1,000 and a year in jail. 


Not quite as vicious, lawmakers 


decided at some time, is the crime of 
using, intending to use or even just 
keeping one of those X-ray machines 
used for fitting shoes. 


The penalty is $200 and 60 days, and 


it's a new crime each day you keep it 
around. 


Naturally enough, bribery is a crime. 


If you bribe a public official, the penalty 
is $1,000 and five years. Even worse is 
bribing a ball player: $5,000 and five 
years. 


There's a whole flock of misdeeds for 


which you can get a $500 fine and spend 
a year in jail. Examples: dishonoring the 
flag, misconduct in office, dognapping, 


catnapping and child abuse. 


Better you should abuse the child than 


abandon it (or your wife). For that it's 
$500 and two years. 


For unlawfully digging up a body, it's 


$500 and three years. 


The blind, apparently, have a good 


lobty in Madison. You can get fined $500 
and ordered to jail for one year for 
misrepresenting a product as made by 
the bUnd. If you sell something while 
masquerading as a deaf person, it's only 
$100 and 90 days. 


There's a gang of penalties associated 


with demon rum. For example, there's a 
$100 fine for a tavernkeeper who offers a 
free lunch, although he can give away 
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Thieu lists demands 


SAIGON (AP) — Shunting aside the 


United States, President Nguyen Van 
Thieu demanded today that the 
Communists in both North and South 
Vietnam negotiate a peace settlement 
with his government. 


He repeated his demand for the 


withdrawal of all North Vietnamese 
troops from South Vietnam and his 
rejection of a "disguised coalition 
government." 


Thieu offered to hold the negotiat- 


ions anywhere in the world. 


The South Vietnamese president 


outlined a plan calling for separate 
conferences between his government 
and North Vietnam to work out a 
cease-fire and between Saigon and the 
Viet Cong to negotiate a political 
settlement. He made no mention of 
U.S. participation. 


"Today, the Republic of Vietnam 


government and' myself, representing 
the South Vietnamese people, demand 
that the North Vietnamese Com- 


munists conduct serious discussions 
in order to sign a treaty on peace and 
a ceasefire between South and North 
Vietnam in any place, whether in 
Paris or in any other country m the 
world," Thieu declared. 


"Today, we also demand that the 


so-called South Vietnamese Liberation 
Front organization discuss seriously 
the issues in order to sign a political 
solution for South Vietnam's internal 
affairs, in Paris, or right in Saigon, 
or in any other country in the world." 


Thieu spoke in a recorded broadcast 


commemorating South Vietnam's 
National Day today, the anniversary 
of the overthrow in 1963 of President 
Ngo Dinh Diem. 


The cease-fire agreement worked 


out in Paris last month by U.S. 
presidential adviser Henry A. Kis- 
singer and North Vietnamese 
representatives remained unsigned, 
and sources close to the Paris peace 
talks said North Vietnam has not 


responded yet to Kissinger's request 
for further negotiations. Diplomats in 
Washington said earlier that Kissinger 
and Le Due Tho of the Hanoi 
Politburo would meet again this week, 
probably in Pans. 


The North Vietnamese in Paris 


attacked the Nixon administration for 
failing to sign the peace agreement 
Tuesday, the day Hanoi claimed 
Nixon had agreed to formalize the 
agreement. The North Vietnamese 
demanded that the United States 
"proceed rapidly" with the signing. 


Despite the delay m the agreement 


between the United States and Hanoi 
and Thieu's rejection of its major 
points, preliminary arrangements 
were being made in foreign capitals 
for a force of 1,000 officers to 
supervise the cease-fire. Informed 
diplomats in Washington said Canada, 
Indonesia, Hungary and Poland had 
agreed to provide the men. 


Thieu in his National -Day speech 


listed four basic demands he said must 
be met before there can be a "just 
peace and a secure cease-fire Vietnam 
and Indochina." 


1. North Vietnam must withdraw its 


troops from the South. 


2. North Vietnam must clearly 


pledge to respect the 1954 and 1962 
Geneva accords and not resurpe in- 
filtration into the South. 
* 


3. North Vietnam must abandon its 


plans to impose in South Vietnam "a 
disguised coalition government con- 
sisting of three segments that they 
have prefabricated in order to rule the 
South Vietnamese people from the 
central level down to the villages and 
hamlets." 


4. North Vietnam must withdraw its 


demand that it be allowed to par- 
ticipate in negotiations between 
Thieu's government and the Viet 
Cong to arrange internal political 
affairs in the South. 


'Wired nation' plan disclaimed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The White 


House says a secret suggestion to give 
the government a direct electronic link 
to every home and car in America was 
just one of many ideas that were 
rejected as too extreme before it even 
reached the planning stage. 


And, said President Nixon's science 


adviser, the Democratic congressman 
who disclosed the proposal Tuesday was 
just seeking headlines. 


Rep. William S. Moorhead, D-Pa., said 


the plan for a "wired nation" apparently 
was designed to provide the government 
with a disaster-warning system and a 
wide-scale means of dispensing various 
services. 


Moorhead, a member of the House 


Committee on Government Operations, 
said the plan is also a blueprint for a 
government-operated propaganda and 
spy system. He called on the ad- 
ministration to let the nation know of the 
plan, which he said was prepared for 
Nixon's Domestic Council 


Dr. Edward E. David Jr., Nixon's 


Science adviser, said afterward that 
Moorhead's suggestion that the council 


was advocating some sort of "big- 
brother" communications link to every 
house in America was "absolutely 
wrong." 


David said the suggestion was one of 


many received, of which "some are 
good and some are terrible." He said 
this one was rejected because "it did not 
take account of the right of privacy of 
citizens, nor of the social acceptability 


Protest diminishes 


NEW YORK (AP) -A group of black 


and Puerto Rican children received a 
toned down reception from demon- 
strators today as they arrived by bus for 
classes at Junior High School 211 in 
Brooklyn's embattled Canarsie section. 


About 100 white adults — compared to 


some 500 demonstrators Tuesday — 
were behind police barricades as the 
youngsters debarked from a chartered 
bus. There were no jeers or boos from 
the crowd as the children from a public 
housing project in nearby Brownsville 
entered the school for their fourth day of 
classes. 


About five white children were seen 


walking into the school. Until today, a 
boycott by white parents had kept vir- 


tually all white pupils from JHS 211 and 
cut down attendance sharply at other 
schools in the district 


One white man who identified himself 


only as Mr. Feldman escorted his 
daughter to the school for her first 
classes this week. 


"I asked her at the breakfast table 


this morning, 'Are you going to be a 
sheep and do what everybody else does, 
or are you going to do what you want to 
do'?" he said. "What she was most 
afraid of was what her friends would 
say." 


Meanwhile, the groundwork was 


being laid for a possible truce in 
hostilities sparked by admission of the 
30 children.

Possible burial 
ground found 


UKIAH, Calif. (AP) — Sheriff's 


investigators continue their search 
today for more bodies on a tree- 
screened ranch which a state attorney 
says is rumored to be a "burying 
ground" for the Hell's Angels mot- 
orcycle gang. 


The remains of two men and a 


woman already have been found on 
the ranch in what Dick Adams, 
special assistant to state Atty. Gen. 
Evelle J. Younger, said were originally 
well holes. 


"Since there are other similar holes 


in the area, these will now be 
examined, although we do not have 
specific information concerning ad- 
ditional bodies," Adams said. 


Investigators used earth moving 


equipment to search the area where 
the bodies were found alongside a 
circular driveway leading to the 
house. 


The owners of the rolling ranch 


land three miles southwest of Ukiah 
where the three bodies were dis- 
covered Monday night, George "Baby 
Huey" Wethern and his wife Helen, 
have been charged with possession 
and sale of drugs. Wethern also was 
charged with possessing stolen 
property. 


Wethern, 33, and his 29-year-old wife 


were being held at the Mendocino 
County jail in lieu of $100,000 bail 
each. 


Authorities said that Wethern is a- 


former Hell's Angel. 


Younger said the search for bodies 


on the Wethern ranch began "in 
response to rumors the area was 
being used as a Hell's Angels burying 
ground". 


Adams added that "some of the 


victims were believed to have been 
murdered by several members of the 
Hell's Angels,' and Contra Costa 
County has issued warrants of arrest 
for these subjects." 


However, Contra Costa Dist. Atty. 


William A. O'Malley denied warrants 
had been issued, and Mendocino 
County Sheriff Reno Bartolomei said 
it was still uncertain how the three 
victims died. 


Bartolomei declined comment on 


the possibility of finding more graves 
and refused to release identities of the 
victims although they had been 
reported tentatively identified. 


According to county booking 


records, Wethern and his wife reside 
m Oakland, about 100 miles south of 
their scrub oak and manzanita 
brush-screened ranch property. 


Wethern, the 260-pound father of 


two children, and his red-haired, 
blue-eyed wife both were dressed in 
blue jail fatigues when arraigned 
Tuesday. 


"George Wethern apparently gave 


a statement to some investigators 
yesterday in which he confirmed 
certain details of a report they had 
previously received that there were 
some bodies buried on his land on 
Boonville Road," public defender 
Joseph Allen, appointed temporarily 
to represent the Wetherns, said 
Tuesday. 


"We don't know how they died," 


Allen said, "but the attitude of the 
sheriff and district attorney definitely 
indicates they don't- suspect natural 
c a u s e s . " 


Asked if he could state the three did 


not die of natural causes, Bartolomei 
replied: "I'm not even sure about 
that." 


Sheriffs deputies kept about 30 


reporters at least 50 yards downhill 
from the burial areas. However, one 
of the holes appeared to be at least 
20 feet long and more than 10 feet 
deep. 


Meanwhile, in Fairfield, Calif., 


where farm labor contractor Juan 
Corona is charged with murdering 25 
men and burying them in shallow 
graves in Sutler County, defense 
attorney Richard Hawk huddled with 
the prosecution and judge after 
hearing of the Ukiah case. 


"It may not be anything at all but 


I will investigate it," said Hawk upon 
emerging from the closed session. He 
contends Corona is innocent and the 
mass murders were committed by an 
as yet unidentified homosexual 
homicidal maniac. 


Allen said the Wetherns were 


specifically charged with possession 
and sale of marijuana, cocaine and 
benzedrine ana narcotics parapher- 
nalia. Wethem also was accused of 
possession of stolen rifles, Allen said. 


"Who they are and where they 


came from and how they got there 
I do not know," Allen said of the 
bodies.

SAIGON < AP) — A big U.S. helicopter 


crashed in a flooded rice field in the 
Mekong Delta southwest of Saigon 
Tuesday, killing all 22 Americans 
aboard, field reports said today. 


The U.S. command said nine bodies 


had been recovered by dusk. 


Officers 
in 
the 
field 
said 


they believed the helicopter — a CH47 
Chinook — was shot down. One 
report said it was believed to have 
been hit by a heat-seeking Soviet 
Strela missile. This portable infan- 
tryman's weapon was introduced into 
the war last March and has brought 
down several American and South 
Vietnamese aircraft 


The U.S. Command said the cause 


of the crash had not been determined 
and an investigation was under way. 


Field reports said all or most of 


those aboard were believed to be 
military personnel. Some officials said 
there may have been a few civilian 
employes of ihe military aboard.

tinuing, the U.S. Command said 


Spokesmen said the helicopter was 


on a couner run from Saigon to Can 


Tho, in the delta, and crashed west 
of My Tho. about 35 miles southwest 
of Saigon. 


The area of the crash has been the 


scene of heavy fighting between South 
Vietnamese and Communist forces in 
recent weeks U S. officers said South 
Vietnamese troops were providing 
ground security for the recovery 
operation. 


The crash was the worst American air 


loss since last May 20, when 32 
American soldiers were killed in 
another Army Chinook 20 miles north- 
east of Saigon. 


The -worst military helicopter crash of 


the war occurred July 11 when a U.S. 
Marine CH53 was shot down while lifting 
South Vietnamese marines on a combat 
assault near Quang Tri Fifty South 
Vietnamese were killed, one American 
was wounded and two Americans were 
missing. 


The worst helicopter crash involving 


only Americans was on Jan. 8, 1968, 
wher, a Marine CHS3 crashed into a 
mountain near the demilitarized zone, 
killing 41 American troops.

MADISON, Wis. (AP)-The Wis- 


consin Supreme Court ruled Tuesday 
that State Rep. Dennis Conta's name 
should appear on the Nov. 7 ballot, 
saying his failure to file a financial 
statement on time was an "insubs- 
tantial violation" of the law. 


The court's decision came on a 


m o t i o n t h a t t h e M i l w a u k e e 
Democrat's name be ordered removed 
from the ballot because he had filed 
his personal pre-primary financial 
campaign statement six days late. 


Daniel Brueggman, a Milwaukee 


attorney, had asked the high tribunal 
last week to take original jurisdiction 
and hear arguments against the 
certification of Conta's name. 


Conta had argued his failure to file 


a timely statement was unintentional, 
and that when he did, the statement 
showed no individual receipts or 
disbursements. 


"The failure to file such a report 


was unintentional and under the 
belief such a statement was required 
only 
when 
actual 
receipts, dis- 


bursements or obligations were in- 
curred, the electorate was in no way 
deceived by the omission to file a 
financial statement," the Supreme 
Court said. 


It noted Dane County Circuit Judge 


Norris Maloney had ruled earlier that 
Conta's failure to file a timely report 
was "an insubstantial violation of the 
law" and that the matter "should be 
construed to give effect to the will of 
the electors." 


"We agree," the high court said. 
State not liable 
in Guardsman's 
fatal accident 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The state 


of Wisconsin is not liable for accidents 
caused by off-duty National Guards- 
men, even though they are on active 
duty with their units, the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court ruled today. 


The decision upheld a ruling by the 


Racine County Circuit Court that 
heirs of three persons who died in a 
1969 auto accident involving a 
guardsman could not collect damages 
from the state. 


In a ruling written by Justice Bruce 


Beilfuss, the high court said Walter 
Semenok, then 26, of Winchester, was 
"not acting within the scope of his 
military duty" when he drove his 
personal auto from Camp McCoy 
toward Rhinelander on July 25, 1969. 


The court noted that while 


Semenok was on active duty with his 
Rhinelander-based guard unit from 
July 12-26, he was neither directed nor 
ordered by the guard to travel from 
Camp McCoy to Rhinelander in his 
personal auto. 


It said the lower court correctly 


directed the claims against the state 
be dismissed and that they be entered 
against Semenok personally and the 
private insurance carrier involved. 
Eligible for welfare 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The fact 


that a person voluntarily left a job 
sometime in the past c a n n o t 
disqualify him from eligibility for 
welfare payments, the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court ruled. 
The court ordered the Milwaukee 


County Department of Public Welfare 
to grant public assistance to Calvador 
Arteaga, a Milwaukee man who in 
1971 left his job at St. Francis Hos- 
pital. 


Arteaga claimed he left work to 


attend to pressing family matters in 
Colorado and Texas. He was denied 
the chance to reclaim his old job 
when he returned to Milwaukee. 


Arteaga applied for public assis- 


tance, and was turned down by the 
board because he had voluntarily left 
the job. 


T h e s u p r e m e c o u r t s a i d 


municipalities have a statutory duty 
to furnish relief to all applicants who 
have no means of support and who 
have not violated legislative 
guidelines for welfare payments. 


The statutues prohibit welfare for 


persons who refuse an offer of 
employment or training without good 
cause, or take a job and are fired 
because of inadequate performance. 


The stipulations establish "a con- 


dition for continued eligibility for 
general relief, not a bar to initial 
eligibility," the court said.

In a 21-page opinion authorized by 


Chief Justice E. Harold Hallows, the 
court said it has re-examined the con- 
cept of public benefit in contrast to 
public harm. 


"The exercise of the police power in 


zoning must be reasonable and we think 
it is not an unreasonable exercise of that 
power to prevent harm to public rights 
by limiting the use of private property to 
its natural uses," Hallows said. 


The ordinance prohibits certain kinds 


of development on lands near high- 
water level marks around navigable 
lakes, ponds, flowages, streams and 
rivers. 


Two Marinette County landowners, 


Ronald and Kathryn Just, argued 
zoning restrictions on their property in 
Lake Noquebay in effect took the land 
from them without just compensation. 


The ordinance allowed the Justs to 


make use of the land in its natural state, 
but prohibited them from filling or 
developing it without special permits. 


"The state of Wisconsin under the 


trust doctrine has a duty to eradicate the 
present pollution and to prevent further 
pollution in its navigable waters," 
Hallows said. 


"This is not a case of aa isolated 


swamp unrelated to a navigable lake or 
stream, the change of which would 
cause no harm to public rights," the 
chief justice said. "Lands adjacent to or 
near navigable waters exist in a special 
relations to the state." 


"Wisconsin has long held that laws 


and regulations to prevent pollution and 
to protect the waters of this state from 
degradation are valued police-power 
enactments," Hallows said.

They can be 
Get-out-the-Vote parties, fund-raisers for a favorite candidate, a 
meet-the-candidate reception or cheer-the-winner when the last 
lever's been pulled on a voting machine.

AMHERST - "We like it here," is

Giacalone will never forget, he says,

Josephine LaRosa, whom he later 
married. Miss LaRosa, also Sicilian, was 
a school teacher who conducted addi- 
tional language classes twice a week for 
Italian immigrants.

Even single working women, includ- 


ing those employed away from home, 
can now become foster mothers. They 
must be able to make 
proper 


arrangements for child-care during 
their hours away at work. The new tax 
laws allow them to deduct up to $400 
per month of child-related expenses 
from their incomes, up to earnings of 
$18,000 per year, and somewhat less 
thereafter. 


The state and federal government 


pay basic, if not sufficient, subsistence 
for the care of a foster child in a home. 
Older, retired couples and individuals 
similarly qualify for foster child care. It 
can give them a stake in the outside 
world. 


Many of the rigid rules about 


matching children and foster parents 
by religion, race, ethnic origin or class, 
or restricting foster care to young or 
middle-aged married couples, have 
been eliminated. But you still need an 
outlook and personality that make 
foster care productive for you and the 
child. 


Foster care needs adults who are 


emotionally, 
physically 
and 


temperamentally suited to deal with 
children who need them very badly, but 
who sometimes reject them. Foster

parents also cannot allow themselves 
to become too emotionally attached to 
any one child. Yet they must be able to 
show constant sympathy and under- 
standing. 


Even perfectly normal, otherwise 


happy, bright and capable children who 
need foster care are bound to be more 
troubled than those who can live, un- 
disturbed, in their own, natural 
families. 


Account for Funds 


Thousands of childless couples, as 


well as those who have children of their 
own, and even single women, have 
found a sense of purpose as foster 
parents. Despite the state subsidy, you 
must be prepared to dig into your own 
pocket for extras. Social and govern- 
ment agencies hold tight purse strings. 
You will be accountable to such an 
agency and to a social worker who 
entrust these children into your care. 
And so it pays to select an agency and 
people with whom you can work, when 
you decide to become a foster parent. 


There will be a division of respon- 


sibility, shaed by you, by the child's 
own parents, and by the social agency. 
Natural parents have visitation rights. 
These are essential to the child's well 
being, especially if he is to return to his 
own home. In several states you now 
have the right to apply for permanent 
foster care, and sometimes for adop- 
tion, when natural parents fail to show 
sufficient interest in their child during a 
two year period in your home. 


Taking a child away on a vacation 


with you, obtaining a driver's license 
for an older teen-age foster child, health 
care, school and other problems, 
require contacts with the social agency 
and, 
sometimes, with the natural 


parents. 


Should Help You 


If your children are growing up, are 


about to, or have.already taken leave of 
home, you will find that foster care of a 
healthy or of a disabled child will help 
you, as much as the child, over a dif- 
ficult period. A foster child will teach 
your single, natural child, how to share. 
Each can learn a great deal from the 
other. 


Keep in mind that children tend to be 


shy and withdrawn at first. They lack 
self-confidence. They imagine them- 
selves responsible for their family's 
break-up. Older foster children may be 
confused by the rules in a new family. 
They may resent their natual parents' 
visits and be miserably homesick at the 
same time. 


You and your family can help this 


child over some of these difficulties. 
Such achievement is among the main 
satisfactions of foster care. You'll make 
a tremendous contribution to that 
child, and also to all people in your 
community for whom you are setting 
an example.

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Trudeau's 
future is 
big puzzle 


OTTAWA (AP) — Whether Pierre 


Elliott Trudeau or Robert Stanfield 
will be Canada's next prime minister 
remained in doubt today as political 
leaders and their advisers pondered 
the tightest general election battle in 
the nation's history. 


Complete returns from Monday's 


vote gave Stanfield's Conservatives a 
one-seat edge — 109 to 108 — over 
Trudeau's Liberals in tne new House 
of Commons. But the Conservatives 
were 25 seats short of a majority, and 
recounts in half a dozen close races 
could change the result. 


It appeared unlikely that Prime 


Minister Trudeau would decide 
whether to relinquish the government 
reins he has held since 1968 until the 
recounts are completed. 


The balance of power now lies with 


the socialistic New Democratic party, 
which won 30 seats. The Social Credit 
Party elected 15 members, all from 
Quebec, and two independents also 
won, completing the total of 264 
members. 


Trudeau was meeting with his 


Cab'net today to discuss the election 
outcome. 


The prime minister could resign and 


let Stanfield form a m i n o r i t y 
government, or he could face 
Parliament and risk defeat by the 
combined opposition. 


Most constitutional experts say 


Trudeau should face Parliament 
before resigning, but there are 
precedents for both courses of action. 


Stanfield made clear that he is 


ready to assume power. He told a 
news conference Tuesday night that 
Trudeau "has lost the confidence of 
the people... he should resign." 


The Conservative leader said that 


if he took over, he would not make 
"adjustments in philosophy or 
approach" to get the support of the 
New Democrats or anyone else. 


Liberal leaders offered a variety of 


reasons to explain their party's decline 
from 147 seats in the outgoing House 
to 108 and the Conservatives' 
comeback from 73 to 109. 


Regional Expansion Minister Jean 


Marchand said the more affluent 
English-speaking provinces didn't like 
Trudeau's efforts to improve the lot 
of French-speaking Quebec and eas- 
tern Canada. The Liberals swept 56 
of Quebec's 74 seats but failed to win 
a majority in any other province. 


"Rich people don't like to pay for 


poor people," said State Secretary 
Gerard Pelletier. 


Environment Minister Jack Davis 


said the Liberals ran a weak campaign 
that invited defeat. "We campaigned 
on a record, and you don't win that 
way," he said.

Roman Catholic bar. Paula died 
instantly, Clare in the hospital. 


"They were just like bloody bundles 


of rags lying there," said a woman 
living nearby. 


It was the first major bombing in 


Belfast in two weeks, and 10 other 
persons were injured. Houses and 
offices were damaged for several 
hundred yards around. 


Two other killings were reported in 


Belfast Tuesday, raising the confirmed 
toll to 624 in more than three years 
of communal violence in Northern 
Ireland.

Safety packaging rule 
may require a delay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An unex- 


pected shortage of childproof con- 
tainers has prompted the Food and 
Drug Administration to quietly delay 
the deadline for safety packaging of 
aspirin, dangerous drugs and certain 
linaments. 


The notice, published without 


public announcement in the Federal 
Register a week ago, gives the nat- 
ion's 55,000 retail pharmacists until 
Jan. 22, 1973, to comply. 


The original deadlines, based on a 


two-year-old law, had been Aug. 14 
for aspirin, Sept. 21 for methyl 
salicylate or wintergreen oil, and Oct. 
24 for 4,300 types of such controlled 
drugs as amphetamines, barbiturates 
and narcotics. 


FDA officials said a field survey 


under way indicates that the 
packaging-supply backlog may be 
even more extensive, and that the 
deadline might have to be extended 
also for manufacturers of bottled 
aspirin, the leading cause of child 
poisonings. 


"We just learned of the shortage 


recently," said Henry L. Verhuist, 
director of the chemical-hazards 


division in the FDA's Bureau of 
Product Safety. "Packaging producers 
just have not kept up with the 
demand." 


The delay now affects only retail 


druggists, and covers more than one 
billion prescriptions they fill annually. 


Leonard "Clay" Sisk, an FDA 


pharmacist, said the shortage was 
compounded by pharamacists decid- 
ing to put all prescriptions in child- 
resistant containers. 


The law requires that the containers 


foil efforts of 160 of 200 young 
children, yet may be opened by 90 of 
a group of 100 adults. 


The FDA itself aggravated the 


shortage in June when it urged drug 
companies "to voluntarily begin using 
special packaging for potentially 
hazardous over-the-counter drugs" 
rather than wait for government 
action. 


The FDA's slow enforcement of the 


1970 Poison Prevention Packaging 
Act, designed to cut down on the 
500,000 accidental poisonings that kill 
up to 500 children each year, has 
drawn frequent criticism from 
Congress.

But once elected he has the job 
of trying to make good on those promises. In Mr. Nixon's case, 
he faced a Democratic-controlled Congress. Yet in his first term 
he made a fair start on making good on his 1968 promises. He has 
taken hold of the reins of executive power in Washington. He is 
in control of the federal government. And under these circum- 
stances it doesn't make sense to turn him out of ovvice now. 


On the other hand, a total lack of administrative experience is 


Senator George McGovern's heaviest handicap in seeking such 
an important office. He has been an effective orator, particularly 
in addressing himself to the minority groups who won for him 
the nomination. But as the campaign has droned on — and that 
seems an apt word for it at this point — he has had to make 
major changes in the ideas he originafly advanced in order that 
they met the test of practicality. The oratory of the classroom, or 
even the United States Senate, has not stood the test of a 
presidential campaign. 


Mr. Nixon's most impressive credits have been gained in the 


field of foreign affairs. His personal diplomacy has paid off 
handsomely for the United States. The visit to mainland China 
was a key element in leading to the solution of the Vietnam war, 
and in addition to the accommodations he reached with the 
Chinese, it laid the groundwork for a most successful sub- 
sequent visit to Russia, the signing of a nuclear arms limitation 
treaty with the Russians and extensive trade agreements with 
Moscow 


The Nixon doctrine proclaimed at Guam provides a basis for 


bettering future U. S. relations not only in Southeast Asia but 
also in Europe and the Middle East. 


Mr. Nixon's domestic accomplishments add up to something 


less, but a Congress in control of the opposition party must share 
that responsibility. His attack on inflation had to be modified 
because of rapidly rising unemployment and the public reaction 
it generated in the 1970 congressional elections. It is threatened 
now by the over-the-budget spending authorizations enacted by 
Congress. But the Nixon approach toward fiscal responsibility 
offers a better road toward limiting inflation than does Mr. 
McGovern's economic proposals. 


Mr. Nixon seized a leadership role in the muddle over inter- 


national monetary policy, and his action in devaluing the dollar 
has improved our critical balance of payments position. 


The passage of revenue sharing legislation, enactment of a 


partial tax reform law which did lower the rates on lower income 
taxpayers, more adequate Social Security benefits, and plans to 
end the draft and change to an all volunteer army are ac- 
complishments Nixon can share with the Congress. The uneasy 
partnership failed to take any action toward solving the welfare 
mess, or getting a national housing program off the ground, or 
addressing itself to the other critical problems of the central 
cities, including mass transit. The president's leadership has also 
not been too effective 
in attacking 
the 
problems of 


unemployment or environmental protection. 


But with the Vietnamese war off his back, it is fair to assume 


that Mr. Nixon could devote more of his attention and energy to 
domestic problems in his second term in office. And it is also 
likely that he might have a more sympathetic if not a friendly 
Congress with which to deal. 


Dunn County joins up 


Dunn County in the northwest part of the state is one of 


Wisconsin's smaller counties on a population basis. But Dunn 
County called in the Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance to make a 
study of its administrative operations, aim upon that agency's 
recommendation the county board has voted to hire a county 
administrator. 


Wisconsin law provides counties with that choice, a hired 


administrator responsible directly to the board, or an elected 
executive such as Outagamie County has. The law envisioned 
that the administrator system might better suit less populous 
counties. 


That makes five state counties which have hired administra- 


tors. Jefferson, Rock and Racine are others, and Dane also has 
an administrator but is voting by referendum next week 
whether to change to an executive. Brown and Milwaukee of 
course also have an executive. And Winnebago will have one 
soon. 


The idea which originated right here in Appleton with a 


Chamber of Commerce study committee some ten years ago is 
really starting to bear fruit. More and more county boards are 
coming to the conclusion that a government structure cannot 
function very effectively without an administrative head. 


Libya is irresponsible 


There is nothing new in the hijacking of the Lufthansa 


airliner. Worried airline officials and government leaders have 
been struggling for months for ways of ending the ever-present 
threat of hijacking. 


But two new elements were introduced in the seizing of this 


plane. The hijackers' demand for the release of three terrorists 
who have been charged with taking part in the murder of Israeli 
athletes at the Olympic Games in Munich were met. And the 
government of Libya openly rejoiced at the success of the 
outrage. 


Israel has criticized West Germany for having acceded to the 


demands of the terrorists. The three Arabs were flown to 
Yugoslavia and turned over to the hijackers. Passengers aboard 
the seized airliner were not released as promised but kept on 
board until the plane landed in Libya. 


In view of the threat to the 17 innocent people on board the 


jetliner, agreeing to the ransom was only good sense. Israel may 
be quite right in insisting that only refusing to deal with 
hijackers will end the threat but who is going to make the 
decision of sacrificing somebody else's lives and a large number 
of them? 


Even in the early days of the rash of hijackings when 


American planes were being flown to Cuba by political sup- 
porters of Castro or at least critics of the United States, there 
was no real joy shown in Havana. Castro rightly realized that 
such irresponsible acts might trigger tragedy and a violent 
reaction in the United States that would mean disaster to Cuba. 


But the men in power in Libya and in several other Arab 


countries have no such responsible reaction^ Their view is that 
anything goes as far as struggles against Israel are concerned. 
While terrorism may be practiced by other governments *n power 
and js a frightening thing, the backing of the deviant behavior of 
members of the Black September guerrillas is extremely 
dangerous. The Arab world cannot end Israel's existence unless 
the rest of the world stands idly by. In furthering terrorist acts in 
other parts of the world, Arab governments only increase the 
chances for a wide open conflict which could bring massive 
destruction to the Middle East

Sales tax disappears as issue 


MADISON — Occasionally the reporter at 


the ringside of the state political system gets a 
question from a person with a long memory. 


Thus there is a dribble of inquiry relating to 


that most ferocious of the issues in the state 
legislative arena of the last quarter of a century 
or more, namely the state sales tax. Why has 
the oratorical thunder gone out of that ar- 
gument that occupied the politicians-for so 
long? 


The queries are skeptical to the point of 


hostility. Thfy demand answers to the claim 
that the sales tax would relieve the burden of 
other levies. That, of course, was one of the 
assurances of its supporters, and why those 
opponents who clamored with such vigor for so 
long have not moved to get rid of it since they 
have attained the power of rule in state affairs. 


The explanation is manifest, but it is perhaps 


worth repetition to underline some of the 
truths about politics that its practitioners are 
loath to discuss. 


Enacted 11 years ago 


The first comprehensive sales tax in this state 


was enacted about 11 years ago after it had 
been debated ferociously and endlessly as long 
as most voters of today are able to remember. 


It came through the back door, in a manner 


of speaking, with the aid of some of the most 
skillfully conceived political tactics in the 


record of state politics. It resulted from the 
nimble footwork of one of the best politicians 
of that time and of today, then Gov. Gaylord 
Nelson, and the willingness and the skill of the 
Republican legislative leadership of the time 
that forced from the Democratic governor a 
quid pro quo bargain. 


Nelson accepted the sales tax, with some 


political risk, but under circumstances and with 
skillful maneuvering that permitted him to 
persuade most of his constituents (who sent 
him to the U. S. Senate in the following year) 
that he had struck a hard bargain with the 
Republicans. They gave him the first state 
income tax withholding law as their concession 
to the sales tax that most of them had become 
convinced was inevitable in any event. 


Notwithstanding, the sales tax continued its 


usefulness as a battle flag for the Democrats. 
John Reynolds, who had run for attorney 
general twice with more attack on the levy 
than discussion about any relevant issue in the 
state Department of Justice, denounced the 
sales tax when he ran for governor in 1962. He 
won narrowly, and then found that he could 
not get rid of it. 


Indeed, the levy was broadened during his 


term, a circumstance that taken in the contest 
of his public denunciation of the taxing 
method, doubtless figured in his defeat in 1964. 


Now an occasional query sourly demands: 


Didn't Pat Lucey oppose the sales tax? Why 
didn't he get rid of it? 


Avoided the issue 


The answer recalls the reasoning of his 


Democratic predecessors. Faced with the subs- 
tantial cutback in expenditures that such a step 
would require, he avoided the issue as best he 
could. 


Without the combination of the sales tax and 


the wage'withholding of income taxes early in 
the last decade, the government expansion 
state and local during the period could not have 
occurred. 


Without the sedative of withholding, indeed, 


the legislature probably would not have enact- 
ed the successive boosts in the income tax. 


One of the most difficult dilemmas that could 


face Gov. Lucey in the last part of his term 
would be a choice between the two revenue 
raising methods in the event of financial dif- 
ficulty. The realization surely stiffens his 
"austerity" posture. 


The sales tax of a decade ago, and the income 


tax half a century ago were extolled for their 
capacity to relieve property taxes. What hap- 
pened to that theory, promise, conviction, or 
whatever? It is a good question and supports 
the maxim that those who do not learn from 
history are often condemned to repeat it.

People rights can 
be transgressions 


The idea of "democracy" poses some 


very nice questions, that we usually 
prefer to sidestep than to confront 
directly. Like, when do "the rights of 
the people" violate their legitimate 
bounds and become transgressions? 


For instance, last month at the 


Second World Conference on National 
Parks, the 10-day meeting of some 600 
park and conservation specialists from 
all over the world saw a quiet struggle 
going on between park officials more 
concerned with "preservation" and 
Congressmen with a professed regard 
for "people's rights." 


The park people want a drastic 


reduction of auto traffic, the end to 
vehicular campsites, and the phasing 
out of commercially operated visitor 
facilities. This is in line with their sta- 
tutory charge to preserve the national 
wonders of these parks for future 
generations. 


The Congressmen —ever with an eye 


cocked in the direction of votes — 
plumped for "the people" continuing to 
have priority over the area. While ad- 
mitting that certain regulations need to 
be tightened, they have no intention of 
offending the millions of campers and 
tourists and trailer-owners 
who 


overrun the national parks in increas- 
ing numbers every year. 


Although 1 have always been a' 


"people person," it seems to me that the 
park officials are right in this case, and 


the Congressmen are wrong. For the 
idea of "democracy" can be challenged 
on two grounds: first, that rights entail 
responsibilities; and, second, that 
people of the future must be considered 
as much as people of the present. 


We have no absolute rights to do 


with the national parks what we will — 
that is, to over-crowd and debase them 
so carelessly that they lose the singular 
charm for which they were created and 
preserved. If we have no right to pile up 
monetary debt that will burden the 
future — as so many people agree we 
don't — then equally we have no right 
to desecrate the beautiful land and turn 
it into a scenic slum for the future. 


Secondly, the idea of "democracy" 


cannot be restricted to our own time 
only, but must embrace the needs and 
wishes of the future. Our country was 
founded by people who knew that they 
personally would only suffer, and not 
profit, from the birth-pangs of a new 
nation; but they were willing to give up 
a great deal for the sake of posterity. 


We are neither responsible nor far- 


sighted in the treatment of our national 
wonders. Our freedom is the freedom to 
crowd, to litter, to commercialize, to 
greedily grasp today's pleasures and 
ignore the future. This is not 
democracy: it is piggishness, for the 
exercise of rights without commen- 
surate responsibilities soon turns free 
men into swine.

Republicans have 
real opportunity 


Fascinating data compiled by pollster 


Albert Sindlinger suggests that oppor- 
tunity is knocking at the Republican's 
Party's door in a way unmatched for 
decades. The question — and it's a big 
question — is whether the Nixon Ad- 
ministration is ready, willing and able 
to answer that knock. 


Since July, according to Sindlinger, 


eleven million additional American 
voters have come to identify them- 
selves as Republicans. It is the biggest 
voter allegiance shift since the New 
Deal. Here are the dynamics as 
illuminated by Sindlinger's tabulations: 


As of July, Sindlinger's continuous 


telephoning polling found 47 million 
persons who considered themselves 
Democrats, 49 million who considered 
themselves independents and just 29 
million who considered themselves 
Republicans. Late summer and early 
autumn, however, have seen a massive 
shift of anti-McGovern independents 
and some 
Democrats 
into 
the 


Republican column. Between August 
25 and October 19, the number of self 
identified Democrats declined from 47 
to 46 million, the number of indepen- 
dents slipped from 49 to 41 million, and 
the number of Republicans increased 
from 29 million to 40 million. 


Calk It Unprecedented 


Smdlinger has charted no similar 


upheaval in his 18 years in the polling 
business. 
Dwight 
Eisenhower's 


landslidt 1956 re-election was a per- 
sonal mandate, and had very limited 
partisan overtones. Even in former 
President Lyndon Johnson's landslide 
triumph of 1964, Sindlinger notes, 
"There was no important swing in 
party sentiment to the Democrats, and 
nominal Republicans stayed that way 
although many cast votes for a 
Democratic President" 


Sindlinger argues that a major 


reason for the shift is that it gives many 
voters "an excuse for voting for a 
Republican President." He thinks there 
are millions of U.S. voters, especially 
ethnic groups, who could not bring 
themselves 
to 
change 
lifelong 


Democratic voting habits unless they 
switched their party preferences as 
well. 


Whether or not the Nixon Adminis- 


tration can translate these opportuni- 
ties into their sought-after 
"new 


majority" remains to be seen. With the 
conspicuous exception of a few poli- 
tically minded aides like Chuck Colson, 
Harry Dent and Pat Buchanan, the 
White House is full of technocrats and 
managers who have shown little un- 
derstanding of the real dynamics of 
U.S. politics. 


Fault One has been the tendency of 


the managers and technocrats to ig- 
nore 
America's 
philosophic, 


sociological and cultural trends and 
tides. Instead of trying to give the 
Nixon Administration and the GOP a 
philosophic and programmatic cutting 
edge, they have favored 
media 


manipulation and dirty tricks a la Wa- 
tergate. It would be fair to say that the 
managers around the President have 
favored surveillance over substance,^ 
and that the Republican Party itself has 
paid a considerable price for this 
approach. Not only has a philosophic 
opportunity been partly botched, but 
the Watergate political sabotage issue 
has emerged in the last weeks of the 
campaign and hurt the GOP considera- 
bly —and needlessly.

Insurance companies drop rates 
for cars with better bumpers 
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BY G. DAVID WALLACE

WASHINGTON (AP) - New 


bump-resistant bumpers on 1973 cars 
have triggered a drop in insurance 
rates, holding out the hope that for 
the first time car owners will save in 
operating costs the equivalent of the 
price of the federally ordered safety 
feature. 


For some high-and moderaterisk 


drivers in metropolitan areas, the drop 
in insurance rates alone will make up 
the difference. For others, such as car 
owners in rural areas, the new 
bumpers will not pay off in cash 
unless their cars are involved in an 
accident, if then. 


The current federal standard of 


protection for the new bumpers is 
limited. They must protect the 
safety-related items on a car when it 
is driven into a flat barrier, 5 miles 
per hour in front and 2Vi m.p.h. in the 
rear. 


"That's not the same as a bumper 


into a telephone pole, or a tree or 
another car," said one insurance 
company executive. "But we're bet- 
ting our costs are coming down, so 
we can discount our rates by 10 per 
cent." 


A survey of the five largest auto 


insurers showed all are offering 10- 
per-cent discounts on collision in- 
surance for 1973 cars. Allstate and 


Travelers are offering, bigger dis- 
counts for the handful of cars 
equipped with bumpers that exceed 
the new federal standards. 


The 10-per-cent discount amounts 


to a $9 saving on the $88 estimated 
as the nationwide average annual 
premium for collision insurance that 
pays for all but $50 of repair bills. 


Over a short term, that savings 


alone will not make up for the added 
$70 that the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
estimates customers will pay for the 
new bumper systems. 


But the figures come closer to 


balancing out over 10 years, the es- 
timated life of a car in the United 
States. 


The balance can be more immediate 


for drivers with aboveaverage in- 
surance premiums. • 


An 18-year-old Los Angeles male 


who owns a Mustang Mach I and 
pays one of the highest collision 
premiums, $634, can save $63 a year. 
An adult male in Los Angeles can 
save $11 on his Ford Galaxie in- 
surance.

is more difficult, but available figures 
indicate they are likely to be sig- 
nificant. 


The Insurance Institute for High- 


way Safety found in a survey of auto 
damage claims that 47 per cent of 
them were for damage of $100 or less. 
In crashing 1972 cars into barriers at 
5 m.p.h., the institute found the 
damage averaged $230. 


The belief is that the new bumpers 


will decrease the amount of damage 
and repair bills. 


Existing federal standards don't 


cover damage to hoods, trunks and 
grilles because the National Highway 
Transportation Safety Bureau, which 
set the standards, didn't believe its 
authority went beyond safety items. 


A newly passed law effective with 


cars built after next July 1 requires 
bumpers to protect against any sort 
of damage. No speed limit is specified 
in the law, but legislators envisioned 
a 5 m.p.h. standard.

Fear of vasectomy without 
basis, state doctor says 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - A Planned 


Parenthood clinic says its waiting list 
for vasectorhies has vaporized in the 
shadow of a pathologist's report of anti- 
bodies in vasectomy patients. 


The number of men seeking the 


surgery has decreased more than 60 per 
cent although "there has not been one 
case of clinical disease as a result of 
vasectomy," Dr. Stuart W. Fine, clinic 
director, said. 


There seems to be unnecessary ap- 


prehension over the pathologist's 
report, he said, and vasectomies at the 
clinic have decreased from ap- 
proximately 75 a month to about 25. 


The clinic was receiving 25-30 


inquiries weekly about the relatively 
simple sterilization operation, he said, 
and now is getting only five. 


In August, Dr. John B. Henry of 


Syracuse, N.Y., reported having found 
nine vasectomy patients who had 
developed antibodies against their own 
tissue. 


He suggested the condition could lead 


to such ailments as blood clots, arthritis 
and multiple sclerosis. 


Fine said he contacted Henry. He said 


he was told the findings were in- 
conclusive, and that Henry knew of no 
patient who had developed the anti- 
bodies as a direct result of vasectomy. 


Philip Perlson, a consultant to the 


clinic, said an applicant cancelled a 
scheduled operation after reading an 
article about Henry's report. 


"He was scared," Perlson said, ad- 


ding he subsequently received calls 
from several nervous men who had 
undergone the operation. 


Fine said the clinic has arranged 


more than 1,200 vasectomies in three 
years, "and we have observed no ad- 
verse physical or psychological ef- 
fects." 


Nationally, he said, "thereare at least 


two million men" who have lived for 
many years with vasectomies, "and if 
any delayed adverse effects are to be 
seen, we should certainly have evidence 
by this time."

teachers urgently. "There isn't one 
buck for children, for education, that 
isn't put there by politicians. Every 
other group spends money to have 
them elected.

Brennan says that if the WEPAC

Mayor James Sutherland added 


another reason. He said by next spring, 
city officials may have a Better pers- 
pective" on the plans of the Appleton

KAUKAUNA — School administra- 


tors protected their 1972-73 budget 
from large-scale cuts Tuesday night by 
arguing, among other things, that 
students here are learning more than 
their counterparts in Kimberly, Apple- 
ton or other neighboring communities. 


In a budget hearing before the dis- 


trict's fiscal control board, they said the 
relatively nigh per-pupil cost in 
Kaukauna schools was justified by the 
high quality of local education. 


The fiscal control board, composed of 


city aldermen, the presidents of Little 
Chute and Sherwood and the chairmen 
of six towns, approved the budget after 
a $30,000 deletion. An attempt to cut 
$50,000 from the budget was defeated 
on a 9 to 5 vote. 


The $3,673,723 budget, as approved 


by the board, calls for a local tax levy of 
$3,139,272, an increase of $251,609 over 
1971-72. The tax rate will be $19.80 per 
$1,000 of equalized valuation, com- 
pared to $19.34 last year. (The board's 
reduction brought the tax rate down 
from the district's proposed $19.99, 
which still was below the 1970-71 rate, 
$20.31.) 


Joseph De Bruin, chairman of the 


Town of Buchanan, raised the issue of 
per-pupil spending in an effort to get a 
$50,000 reduction. He said operating 
expenses in the Kaukauna budget 
would be $862 per student in 1972-73 
compared to $730 in Kimberly and a 
proposed $820 in Appleton. 


De Bruin said Kimberly, with 3,332 


students and extensive bus routes, 
could be closely compared with 
Kaukauna, which has 3,585 students. "I 
can't for the life of me figure out the 
difference," he said. "I would like to 
know where the difference comes in for 
per-pupil costs." 


The Town of Buchanan is split 


between the three school districts. 


School Supt. Julian Bichler came 


prepared for De Bruin's question and 
produced statistics and opinions from 
other districts, a special faculty com- 
mittee and the state Department of 
Public Instruction to back up his con- 
tention that the budget was "construc- 
tive and conservative." 


While Kaukauna and Kimberly 


enrollments were comparable, Bichler 
said, the Kaukauna district is spread 
over 69 square miles and transports 33 
per cent of its students at a cost of 
$158,200. Kimberly. on the other hand, 
spends $72,000 for busing and Apple- 
ton, with an enrollment of more than 
14,000. spends $165.000 for transporta- 
tion.

Kaukaun's per-pupil cost higher, he 


said, was that the district rents text- 
books instead of selling them to the 
parents. Kaukauna also has 57 teachers 
with master's degrees — a higher total 
than Kimberly — and 32 teachers with 
long tenure who are at the top of their 
salary scales, he said. Consequently, 
the district's instructional expenses atre 
higher, he added. 


Bichler 
further 
argued 
that 


Kaukauna's drop-out rate was lower 
than surrounding districts because 
Kaukauna had invested in expensive 
industrial arts courses and special 
elementary and high school programs 
for gifted students. '.'Because i»f 
programs at both the junior and senior 
high school, our dropouts are at a lower 
ebb compared to other communities," 
he said.

It costs more to educate high school 


students than grade school pupils, 
Bichler continued, and Kaukauna has 
44 per cent of its school population"'in 
high school, compared to 38 per centum 
Kimberly and 29 per cent in Appleton 
(counting ninth grades in Kimberly and 
Appleton). 


At the same time, he said, Kaukauna 


High School students were taking md|e 
courses than their peers in other dis- 
tricts. A poll conducted by Walter 
Schmidt, high school principal, showed 
that 386 students in grades 10 through 
12, or 36 per cent, were enrolled in more 
than five subjects. 


In Appleton, he said, the normal 


course load for students in the same 
grades was four subjects, and that 
there was a much smaller fraction of 
the student body enrolled in more than 
the required courses. 


Bichler said comparative course 


loads, which have a big effect on per 
student cost, were a direct result of 
school district scheduling policies. 
Appleton's open campus system in ef- 
fect encourages students to take only 
the required number of classes, and 
Kimberly's modular setup makes it 
difficult for students to schedule extra 
courses. 


But Kaukauna's required seven 


period day is an incentive for students 
to take additional work, he said, and 
the school's required course level is five 
subjects plus physical education. 


Bichler said, "The fact remains that 


this is part of your reason for per-pupil 
cost." He told the board the district 
could lower spending by changing the 
graduation requirement from 20 credits 
to 16 credits to bring it in line with 
Appleton's requirement of 12 credits for 
grades 10-12.

Court hears tole of terror 


Her Southern drawl often a whisper, a 16- 


year-old mother told how an Appleton man 
threatened to kill her and her newborn 
daughter if she didn't pay him $1,500. 


Two hours after her testimony Monday in 


Outagamie County Juvenile Court, she and her 
husband were on their way back to Georgia 
with the baby they had to leave behind five 
weeks ago. 


The mother, a former dancer who was 


married at J5, recounted how her husband's 
brother-in-law held a knife to her throat while 
she signed over a check to him and how she 
called an Appleton hospital from Georgia every 
three days to make sure her premature baby 
was safe. 


"I'm not scared any more," the tiny, pale girl 


told Judge R. Thomas Cane 


She and her husband slipped into town Sun- 


day night the mother related, intending to 
remove their baby from a foster home and leave 
town before the man learned they were here 


The girl said she came here July 25 to be with 


her husband's sister, who was ill. It was in- 
tended to be a short stay but the girl first was 
hospitalized with false labor pains, then, in 


early September, gave birth to a baby who 
weighed only three pounds. 


Her sister-in-law's husband then threatened 


to kill her and the baby, she testified, unless she 
paid him $3,500 


The $1,500 represented the man's lost time, 


with interest, which he spent with the girl 
"when he could have been with his dancers " 


He was described as a theatrical promoter, 


"but he's a pimp." the girl's husband testified. 


The girl told Cane she believed the man when 


he told her that she would be the first lo die. 
then her daughter. 


"He was alwavs talking about the syndicate 


and what he could have done to people." she 
testified 


The girl said she called the Federal Bureau of 


Investigation but was told that it had no juris- 
diction because there had been no federal of- 
fense 


She then went to welfare authorities m 


Georgia The Outagamie welfare agency was 
notified, then Appleton detectives.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: What would 


cause the pupils of the eyes to dilate in 
an 18-year-old? She is taking no 
medication and does not use drugs. The 
pupils do not always stay dilated. 
Sometimes they are normal and then 
dilate. She does wear contacts. 
— Mrs. D. 


The dilation and contraction of 


pupils is entirely involuntary and 
caused by stimulation of the sym- 
pathetic nervous system. 


Outside sources such as the absence 


or presence of light bring these forces 
into play, respectively dilating or con- 
tracting pupils. 


In some persons, this involuntary 


mechanism is more sensitive than in 
others. 


Other factors can lead to pupil dila- 


tion; for example, starting at distant 
objects.

experimentation going on among our 
young people these days, parents are 
naturally alert to such drug-use symp- 
toms as dilated pupils, but it is unwise 
to jump to conclusions from such in- 
conclusive symptoms. 


The fact that this is a periodic condi- 


tion in your daughter could be a quite 
normal situation. Contact lenses can be 
ruled out as a factor, incidentally. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: After taking 


birth control pills for 14 months I 
decided I wanted to become pregnant 
again. It has been four months now 
without success. 


I had a severe infection after the birth 


of my first child. Could 1 have become 
sterile from the infection or the pill? 
Does it take six months or more for the 
pill to wear off? My menstrual cycle is 
regular. — Mrs. R. M. 


It may (or may not) take several 


months to re-establish fertility after the 
pill is stopped — and anyway, some- 
times perfectly normal people have 
tried longer than four months before 
pregnancy occurred. 


Neither the pill nor the past infection 


necessarily would alter your menstrual 
pattern. However, that history of in- 
fection could be significant, so if you 
don't succeed soon, you'd better check 
with your doctor. The aftermath of the 
infection could have caused changes 
(such as closing the Fallopian tubes). 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I had surgery 


several months ago for a breast tumor 
that was maligant. The pathology 
report said no evidence of spread. I also 
had 20 cobalt treatments. 


I now have discovered a lump in the 


other breast. It is the same type of lump 
as the other, in the same location, 
directly under the nipple. 


If this is also maligant, does this 


mean they are related or spreading, or 
could there be another tumor el- 
sewhere that is sending cells to the 
breast? — L.T. 


I fervently hope that by the time you 


read this you already have been 
examined and know whether the new 
lump is maligant or benign. 


It is quite possible that the new lump 


is a simple cyst — I have known of just 


such a situation, a lump in each breast, 
one malignant, one not. 


There is little likelihood of a spread 


from some remote source because the 
spread from malignant tumors is 
usually to adjacent lymph glands or 
bone. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it true that the 


cervix is insensitive to heat, so when a 
cauterization is being performed it is 
relatively painless? —Mrs. R. F. 


Yes, that's true.

Non-Cash Contributions 


After you decide the best tax timing 


for your contribution, don't just write a 
check. See whether you can get an even 
larger tax saving by making your con- 
tribution in appreciated securities or 
other property which, if you sold it, 
would otherwise give you a taxable 
long-term capital gain. 


Your tax break is this: your con- 


tribution in securities on which you 
have a long-term capital gain reduces 
your ordinary taxable income by the 
full value of the contributed securities 
— but you don't pay any capital gains 
tax on the appreciation.

But what if you prefer to pay by 


check and keep these shares because 
you feel they will go up even more?

An intriguing new charitable deduc- 


tion twist has developed for corpora- 
tions that make contributions in the 
form of their own merchandise, says 
the Research Institute of America. As a 
general rule, a corporation's charitable 
deduction for any one year cannot 
exceed 5 per cent of its taxable income. 
If your corporation, for instance, 
reports $100,000 of taxable income this 
year, it could not deduct more than 
$5,000 in 1972 as a charitable deduction 
even if it contributed more than $5,000 
by check.

cent limit —for they say that contribu- 
tions made in merchandise acquired by 
the corporation during the current year 
are treated as part of the cost of goods 
sold rather than as a charitable deduc- 
tion. This gives your corporation a cost 
of goods deduction equivalent to a 
charitable deduction from income — 
but without the 5 per cent limitation of 
the charitable deduction. 


In my example, your corporation 


presumably would be allowed to con- 
tribute and deduct more than $5,000 in 
1972 as cost of goods sold if it can do so 
in the form of its own merchandise 
acquired during this year. 


A final point on the political con- 


tributions you well may make in the 
closing days of this campaign: for the 
first time ever, you can get a tax break 
for a limited total of these contribu- 
tions. The following basic guides wil] 
help you get the maximum tax benefits 
from whatever amounts you give. 


You can take this new tax break as a 


direct credit that reduces your tax or as 
an itemized deduction that cuts your 
taxable income. If you take the stan- 


dard deduction instead of itemizing 
your deductions, though, you can only 
benefit from the credit. If you itemize 
your deductions, you can choose either 
to take the credit or the deduction — 
whichever gives you the better tax 
advantage. 


The direct credit against your income 


tax is allowed for half the amount of 
your qualified political contributions — 
up to $50 if you are married persons 
filing a joint return and up to $25 if you 
are single. Your maximum credit on a 
joint return, therefore, is $25, and on a 
single return, $12.50. 


You may take an itemized deduction 


for your qualified contributions up to 
$100 on a joint return and up to $50 if 
you are single. 


If you take a standard deduction on 


this year's return — as millions of you 
will if you file the new Form 1040A for 
1972 next April —the only way you will 
be able to get the tax break for your 
qualified political contributions this 
year is by claiming the new credit.

enthusiasm and the warmth displayed 
by the galleries everywhere I played 
in the United States and overseas." 


Nicklaus also won the PGA award 


m 1967 when he won the U.S. Open 
and four other titles. He won his 12th 
and 13th major championships in 
1972, tying the late Bobby Jones for 
most major championships. He is the 
only golfer to win each of the four 
major titles twice.

WAUKESHA,WIS.(AP)-Supposeyou 
wn a ram and its runs away. Not only 
ire you put one ram, but you're in 
rouble with Wisconsin law. 
If the errant ram is found by a hard- 
losed neighbor, you'll have to forfeit $10 
a the town clerk to get it back, and the 
eighbor gets half. 
That's the way it is in Wisconsin 
iwbooks, but only if the ram runs away 
etween July 15 and Dec. 1. 
The penalty, along with others in state 
iw, are listed in a research bulletin 
ompiled by the Wisconsin Legislative 
ouncil. 
Listed with penalties for murder, rape 


and mayhem is the $100 fine you can get 
for picking, or even just injuring, the 
American lotus. 


The fine is the same, but you face only 


30 days in the slammer if you pick a 
trailing arbutus or a lady's slipper with- 
out written permission from its owner. 


Sidewalks get the same protection. It 


is $100 and six months for spitting on 
one. Ditto if you run a public place and 
don't provide a cuspidor. 


Just as not having a cuspidor, there 


are fines for possession of other articles. 
For possessing a fire bomb, you can get 
$500 and six months; for a switchblade 
knife, it's $500 and a year. 


But you're better off with either one 


than a dirty book. For that, the fine is 


$1,000 and a year in jail. 


Not quite as vicious, lawmakers 


decided at some time, is the crime of 
using, intending to use or even just 
keeping one of those X-ray machines 
used for fitting shoes. 


The penalty is $200 and 60 days, and 


it's a new crime each day you keep it 
around. 


Naturally enough, bribery is a crime. 


If you bribe a public official, the penalty 
is $1,000 and five years. Even worse is 
bribing a ball player: $5,000 and five 
years. 


There's a whole flock of misdeeds for 


which you can get a $500 fine and spend 
a year in jail. Examples: dishonoring the 
flag, misconduct in office, dognapping, 


catnapping and child abuse. 


Better you should abuse the child than 


abandon it (or your wife). For that it's 
$500 and two years. 


For unlawfully digging up a body, it's 


$500 and three years. 


The blind, apparently, have a good 


lobby in Madison. You can get fined $500 
and ordered to jail for one year for 
misrepresenting a product as made by 
the blind. If you sell something while 
masquerading as a deaf person, it's only 
$100 and 90 days.

out in Paris last month by U.S.

singer and North Vietnamese 
representatives remained unsigned,

Diplomats in 
Washington said earlier that Kissinger 
and Le Due Tho of the Hanoi 
Politburo would meet again this week, 
probably in Paris.

specific information concerning ad- 
ditional bodies," Adams said. 


Investigators used earth moving 


equipment to search the area where 
the bodies were found alongside a 
circular driveway leading to the 
house. 


The owners of the rolling ranch 


land three miles southwest of Ukiah 
where the three bodies were dis- 
covered Monday night, George "Baby 
Huey" Wethern and his wife Helen, 
have been charged with possession 
and sale of drugs. Wethern also was 
charged with possessing stolen 
property. 


Wethern, 33, and his 29-year-old wife 


were being held at the Mendocino 
County jail in lieu of $100,000 bail 
each. 


Authorities said that Wethern is a- 


former Hell's Angel. 


Younger said the search for bodies 


on the Wethern ranch began "in 
response to rumors the area was 
being used as a Hell's Angels burying 
ground". 


Adams added that "some of the 


victims were believed to have been 
murdered by several members of the 
Hell's Angels, and Contra Costa 
County has issued warrants of arrest 
for these subjects." 


However, Contra Costa Dist. Atty. 


William A. O'Malley denied warrants 
had been issued, and Mendocino 
County Sheriff Reno Bartolomei said 
it was still uncertain how the three 
victims died. 


Bartolomei declined comment on 


the possibility of finding more graves 
and refused to release identities of the 
victims although they had been 
reported tentatively identified. 


According to county booking 


records, Wethern and his wife reside 
in Oakland, about 100 miles south of 
their scrub oak and manzanita 
brush-screened ranch property. 


Wethern, the 260-pound father of 


two children, and his red-haired, 
blue-eyed wife both were dressed in 
blue jail fatigues when arraigned 
Tuesday. 


"George Wethern apparently gave 


a statement to some investigators 
yesterday in which he confirmed 
certain details of a report they had 
previously received that there were 
some bodies buried on his land on 
Boonville Road," public defender 
Joseph Allen, appointed temporarily 
to represent the Wetherns, said 
Tuesday. 


"We don't know how they died," 


Allen said, "but the attitude of the 
sheriff and "district attorney definitely 
indicates they don't suspect natural 
c a u s e s . ' ' 


Asked if he could state the three did 


not die of natural causes, Bartolomei 
replied: "I'm not even sure about 
that." 


Sheriffs deputies kept about 30 


reporters at least 50 yards downhill 
from the burial areas. However, one 
of the holes appeared to be at least 
20 feet long and more than 10 feet 
deep. 


Meanwhile, in Fairfield, Calif., 


where farm labor contractor Juan 
Corona is charged with murdering 25 
men and burying them in shallow 
graves in Suiter County, defense 
attorney Richard Hawk huddled with 
the prosecution and judge after 
hearing of the Ukiah case. 


"It may not be anything at all but 


I will investigate it," said Hawk upon 
emerging from the closed session. He 
contends Corona is innocent and the 
mass murders were committed by an 
as yet unidentified homosexual 
homicidal maniac. 


Allen said the Wetherns were 


specifically charged with possession 
and sale of marijuana, cocaine and 
benzedrine and narcotics parapher- 
nalia. Wethern also was accused of 
possession of stolen rifles, Allen said. 


"Who they are and where they 


came from and how they got there 
1 do not know," Allen said of the 
bodies.

SAIGON (AP) — A big U.S. helicopter 


crashed ui a flooded rice field in the 
Mekong Delta southwest of Saigon 
Tuesday, killing all 22 Americans 
aboard, field reports said today. 


The U.S. command said nine bodies 


had been recovered by dusk. 


Officers 
in 
the 
field 
said 


they believed the helicopter — a CH47 
Chinook — was shot down One 
report said it was believed to have 
been hit by a heat-seeking Soviet 
Strela missile. This portable infan- 
tryman's weapon was introduced into 
the war last March and has brought 
down several American and South 
Vietnamese aircraft. 


The U.S. Command said the cause 


of the crash had not been determined 
and an investigation was under way 


Field reports said all or most of 


those aboard were believed to be 
military personnel. Some officials said 
there may have been a few civilian 
employes of the military aboard. 


Recovery operations 
were con- 


tinuing, the US. Command said 


Spokesmen said the helicopter was 


on a courier run from Saigon to Can 


Tho. in the delta, and crashed west 
of My Tho, about 35 miles southwest 
of Saigon. 


The area of the crash has been the 


scene of heavy fighting between South 
Vietnamese and Communist forces in 
recent weeks. U.S officers said South 
Vietnamese troops were providing 
ground security for the recovery 
operation. 


The crash was the worst American air 


loss since last May 20, w]*>n 32 
American soldiers were killed in 
another Army Chinook 20 miles north- 
east of Saigon. 


The worst military helicopter crash of 


the war occurred July 11 when a U.S. 
Marine CH53 was shot down while lifting 
South Vietnamese marines on a combat 
assault near Quang Tri. Fifty South 
Vietnamese were killed, one Amencan 
was wounded and two Americans were 
missing. 


The worst helicopter crash involving 


only Americans was on Jan. 8, 1968, 
when a Marine CH53 crashed into a 
mountain near the demilitarized zone, 
killing 41 American troops.

MADISON — A magazine need not 


show sexual activity to be declared 
obscene, the Wisconsin Supreme Court 
ruled today in upholding the 1970 con- 
viction of Erral Simpson, 35, owner of 
the now defunct Appleton Book Store. 


Retired Circuit Judge Andrew W. 


Parnell had sentenced Simpson to three 
years in prison on three counts of 
selling obscene magazines. The charges 
were brought by Appleton police after 
Simpson sold a number of magazines to 
Det Sgt Ronald Soper. 


The high court said today that 


publications depicting only nudity can 
still be judged obscene if they are 
without redeeming social value and - 
appeal to prurient interests. 


The court also ruled that it is not 


necessary that a person who alleges a 
publication is obscene be an expert and 
it is not necessary for police to identify 
the probable group of readers of a 
magazine in order for an obscenity 
complaint to be valid. 


The court held that allegedly obscene 


magazines, without further evidence, 
are sufficient to support a conviction.

If President Nixon wins re-election 


next week, the mandate of the voters 
should not be interpreted as a vote for 
the status quo and against change. By 
48-37 per cent, the voters reject the 
statement that "Nixon stands too much 
for the status quo, for keeping things 
the way they are." In contrast, bv 48-34 
per cent, the voters agree with the 
statement that the Republican nominee 
stands for "change that works." 


Sen. George McGovern has been 


meeting resistance from the voters, on 
the other hand, not because he ad- 
vocates change, but rather because of 
the character of change he represents 


. By 48-38 per cent, voters deny the 
proposition that McGovern "stands for 
the right kind of change."And by a 
substantial 58-32 per cent, they feel 
that the Democratic nominee "wants to 


• change things too much." 


in many ways, tnis election can DC 


explained best in terms of how the two 
candidates have handled the issue of 
change. 


In the case of Nixon, there is much 


evidence that as an incumbent in a time 
of extensive alienation from all forms 
of national leadership, he might well 
have been politically vulnerable 


—On the "gut" issue of "keeping the 


economy healthy," Nixon is rated no 
better than 60-37 per cent negative. 


—On "handling air and water pollu- 


tion," an area in which the President 
vetoed a massive water pollution bill 
earlier this month.Nixon recieves a 
negative rating of 54-37 per cent. 


—On "helping curb drug abuse," the 


President's standing is no better than 
52-40 per cent negative. 


—On "handling crime and law and 


order," a key • Nixonissuein 1968, the 
public is 61-35 per cent negative in its 
assessment of the President's perfor- 
mance. 


—On "handling taxes and spending," 


Nixon comes up with a negative rating 
of 69-27 per cent. 


If the Nixon campaign in this election 


depended on the claim that the people 
"never had it so good," there is every 
reason to expect that the electorate 
would respond with a resounding 
negative. Indeed, by 54-37 per cent, a 
majority feels that compared with 10 
years ago "America is a worse place to 
live in." 


Despite these signs of voter discon- 


tent with the President's performance 
on a significant band of domestic is- 
sues, Nixon has found another set of 
issues on which he is widely believed to 
have delivered ajood to excellent job: 


—By 71-24 per cent, a big majority 


view with favor the President's trip to 
Peking. His summit visit to Moscow 
meets with similar praise by a 69-25 per 
cent margin.The net result of the visits 
can be found in the 70-26 per cent 
positove response to his "handling of 
relations with Russia," and the 61-33 
per cent positive to his "handling of 
relations with China."

likely voters, Nixon received 52-46 per 
cent negative marks for his "handling 
of the Vietnam war," the powerful

doing a good to excellent job in 
"working for peace in the world." By 
61-27 
per cent, voters agree with the 


statement that Nixon "has done more 
for peace than any recent president." 


—So strong is the impact of the 


Nixon record in foreign policy that 
when voters are asked to give an 
overall assessment of the job he has 
done as President, he comes up with a 
59-40 per cent positive rating, a 
remarkable recovery from mid-summer 
of 1971 when his standing was no better 
than 53-44 per cent negative. 


—Perhaps the key to Nixon's run in 


this campaign is the fact that "he is not 
afraid to take decisive action, as in the 
wage-price freeze, and hi taking trips to 
China and to Russia." These three 
dramatic moves have convinced most 
voters that Nixon is not wedded to "the 
status quo, keeping things as they are." 


By contrast, as far back as early July, 


McGovern had impressed a majority of 
the voters that he "wants to change 
things too much/The cause of this 
impression appeared to be his initial 
program linking welfare payments to 
new taxes. Although he has since 
nonetheless in the latest Harris Survey 
the voters believe by 61-23 per cent that 
McGovern's "income redistribution 
program is too radical." 


Thus, McGovern has been reaping 


the worst of two worlds. He is viewed as 
an advocate of too much change, on the 
one hand, but when he has tried to 
back traditionally Democratic blocs 
such as Catholics and trade members, 
he is criticized for being too much a 
politician.

Failure to change his 
tactics hurts McGovern 


LOS ANGELES —Within hours after 


the White House's announcement of an 
imminent Vietnam cease-fire, an ad- 
viser to Sen. George McGovern recom- 
mended a new emphasis for the cam- 
paign's last ten days: feed public doubts 
about President Nixon's ability to 
guarantee jobs once the war is over. 


That course seemed particularly 


appropriate with McGovern arriving in 
California, a state whose aerospace and 
defense industries suffered heavy 
unemployment : during 
President 


Nixon's first four years. Moreover, well 
before Thursday, California Democra- 
tic leaders were pleading with 
McGovern to say more about bread- 


and-butter issues and less about Viet- 
nam. His visit here a week earlier, 
concentrating on Vietnam with 
monomaniacal intensity, brought these 
state leaders to despair. 


Hits moral corruption 


In response, McGovern did talk 


about jobs during his speeches here. 
But he scarcely switched emphasis to 
the economic hazards of a post-Viet- 
nam Nixon administration. Instead, he 
concentrated heavily on questions of 
,moral corruption, even describing Mr. 
Nixon's vetoes Friday of spending bills 
as "a moral outrage" and ending his 
speeches with bibhcal quotations. Even 
though, the Vietnam issue now is

clearly in Mr. Nixon's favor, McGovern 
was unable to stop attacking his war 
policy. To a San Fernando Valley rally 
Friday, he escalated his rhetoric by 
calling Vietnam "the most barbaric 
experience in the history of this 
country." 


Indeed, throughout his frantic 


crisscrossing 
of 
the 
continent, 


McGovern has shown himself congeni- 
tally unable to do what might actually 
have generated wholesale defections 
from Mr. Nixon: attack the President's 
handling of the economy, stressing 
such mundane matters as grocery 
prices. 


McGovern's persistence in reducing 


the campaign to Good vs. Evil reflects 
how completely he has reverted to his 
roots as the son of a prairie Methodist 
minister who became a lifelong peace 
crusader. 


Depends on old staff 


In recent weeks, he has fallen back 


on his old senate staff, which shares his 
own outlook. Ex-Senate aide John 
Holum, 
described 
by 
another 


McGovern lieutenant as "a carbon 
copy of George McGovern," is now his 
closest adviser. Another old senate 
hands, Gordon Weil, reappeared at the 
senator's side a month ago after being 
exiled to McGovern's Washington 
headquarters in August by politically 
experienced newcomers to McGovern's 
high command. 


But those newcomers are now 


isolated from McGovern. It is doubtful 
whether the pleas to stress the 
economy sent by California supporters 
to 
McGovern's 
Washington 


headquarters ever actually reached the 
senator. 
A 
staff 
memorandum 


discreetly suggesting that McGovern 
tone down his moral fervor went un- 
noticed. Important state Democratic 
leaders find it impossible to get 
McGovern on the telephone. 


Even in face-to-face conversations 


with the senator, staffers and poli- 
ticians outside his inner circle are not 
certain the message gets across. 
McGovern listens carefully, then poli- 
tely expresses thanks without agreeing, 
disagreeing or even discussing the 
recommendations. 


Thus, McGovern seems what he has 


always been: a loner from the Plains 
who trusts only old friends, asks help 
from few and keeps his own counsel. 


Emphasizes Watergate affair 


He long ago turned down recom- 


mendations to launch a neo-polulistic 
attack on big government and big 
spending, wooing the Wallace vote. 
Buttressed by Holum's concurrence, he 
has emphasized heavily the Watergate 
incident even though most state poli- 
ticians feel it alone cannot close the 
huge gap between him and Mr. Nixon. 


Nor does McGovern seem changed in 


the slightest by the unique experience 
of running for president. In the face of 
overwhelming defeat, -he has ended 
with a campaign identical in tone to 
what he.was saying as a lonely, ignored 
candidate of the Democratic party's left 
fringe nine months ago. 


Both McGovern and his closest aides 


take comfort in the return to him na- 
tionwide of some, but almost surely not 
enough, 
defecting 
blue-collar 


Democrats. However, their return was 
inevitable, unrelated to McGovern's 
furious campaigning. Oblivious to poli- 
tical reality even as that campaign 
ends, McGovern retains the moralistic 
style so moving to the enthusiastic 
youths and liberal suburbanites who 
pack his rallies but not to the masses of 
voters whose support he desperately 
needs.

MADISON — A prominent state 


government legal specialist who has 
spent 25 years on the staffs of two 
major regulatory departments is 
preparing a fight in protest of his 
transfer to a new assignment in the 
state department of natural resources. 


Maurice Van Susteren, a native of 


Little Chute, has filed an appeal with 
the state board of personnel to 
challenge his transfer to a new research 
unit within the DNR after serving for 
the last four years as the chief hearing 
examiner of the large agency that has 
steadily had its powers enlarged by the 
legislature. 


Eanly in his state service career he 


was a ranking member of the staff of 
the public service commission. His shift 
to DNR came with the legislature's 
removal of the water regulatory func- 
tions of the public service commission 
to the natural resources agency. 


The quarrel within the huge DNR 


establishment has generated substan- 
tial local publicity. One Madison news- 
paper in an account sympathetic to 
Van Susteren described him as a 
"complex, strong-minded legal scholar 
with 
a reputation 
for 
irksome 


pronouncements." The lawyer was 
quoted as saying that he intends to 
carry his issue to the courts if neces- 
sary. 


Van Susteren has also attracted wide 


attention beacause of his professional 
view that the whole structure of state 
government administrative tribunals 
would be ruled constitutionally invalid 
if tried in the courts. He has testified on 
his view bedore the task force on 
judicial reorganization that is now 
preparing a report for Gov Lucey and 
the legislature. 


As chief hearing examiner, the reas- 


signed lawyer has had charge of some 
of the longest and most hotly fought 
hearings on regulatory 
proposals 


before his agency in recent times 
including the prolonged proceedings 
that led to the state order outlawing the 
use of the pesticide DDT several years 
ago. 


Speculation that Van Susteren is 


being punished for some of his critical 
and aggressive views is dismissed by 
DNR Secretary Lester P. Voigt. 


"I can't see how any philosophical 


differences Mr. Van Susteren might 
have would have any effect," he told a 
Madison reporter, "He is sort of our 
intellectual-m-residence. He likes to 
play devil's advocate. This new job will

Risk firm's 
time limits 
unreasonable 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Insurance 


policy provisions protecting against 
uninsured motorists cannot set 
unreasonable time limits on when 
persons must settle claims, the Wis- 
consin Supreme Court ruled Tuesday. 


The court said state laws on 


uninsured motorist coverage allow 
three years for an injured person to 
begin action on recovering damages. 


Policies which cut the period to 


shorter than three years fail to give 
adequate protection to the insured 
the court said 


The ruling overturned a Milwaukee 


County Circuit Court decision to 
dismiss a suit by Pearlie Nixon, whose 
husband was insured by Farmers 
Insurance Exchange, a California in- 
surance corporation. 


Mrs Nixon was struck by a car 


while walking in 1969, and the driver 
of the auto was uninsured. 


After a year of correspondence with 


the insurance company, the firm told 
the Nixons they were not entitled to 
payment because they did not meet 
the policy's one-year deadline. 


The policy said that within a year 


a client must either start a suit for 
bodily injury against the uninsured 
motorist, agree on damages or start 
arbitration proceedings.
